Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "suction line" and 
the "means foe moving ... the connector"' must be shown or the features canceled from 
the claims. No new matter should be entered.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. Claims 11-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112. first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. New independent claim 19 includes 
the new recitation "after an amount of plasma or serum necessary for measuring by an 
automatic analyzer has been filtered", in the recitation of a means-plus-function 
limitation. There is no description of such a function in the original application, let alone 
a description of structure corresponding to such a function. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant fails to point out any support for the new recitation "after an amount of 
plasma or serum necessary for measuring by an automatic analyzer has been filtered".
